in law, and the force of this has been recently felt by several 
New York druggists who have unwittingly sold some one or 
other of the numerous “catarrh cures’ which contained cocaine 
before the passage of the national and State pure food and drugs 
laws. Dr, Anderson gives the sound advice to retail pharmacists 
to make an immediate inspection of the stock of such prepara- 
tions they may have on hand, and to destroy all packages concern- 
ing which the pharmacist has not the absolute assurance that they 
contain no prohibited drug. The New York. Department of 
Health has chosen to adopt a peculiarly rigid and stern attitude 
as regards the culpability of pharmacists who innocently sell a 
catarrh powder containing cocaine in the belief that the article 
is free from the drug. The Department refuses to parley with 
the innocent offender, but straightway proceeds to prosecute 
him, with the ultimate object of setting the Federal authorities 
on the track of the manufacturer and wholesale distributor of 
the compound. It is to be hoped for their own sakes that phar- 
macists will be guided by the timely advice of Doctor Anderson, 
as trouble is sure to follow in some States if they do not.

In view of the general attitude of 
saintly virtue assumed by a large number of, practising physi- 
cians, it is most shocking to have it intimated that any doctor 
could be iound who was willing to sacrifice the welfare of his 
patient by administering drugs not up to the proper standard of 
strength and purity. The medical profession has, as a rule, taken 
a rather logical attitude on these questions of criticism, resenting 
all criticism of medical men from outside sources. As pointed 
out by Dr. Schieffelin, laws are made to catch rogues, not honest 
men, and if there are physicians who dispense drugs below the 
proper standard, it is undoubtedly for the good of all concerned 
to have such men exposed and punished, and none skould be

more active in advocating this than honest physicians.

George M. Besett, of 
Burlington, in his report this year brought out much interesting 
matter covering this rather intricate subject. In view of the fact 
that many of the most valuable trademarks used in the drug 
trade have been originated by retail druggists, it is well for our 
readers to clearly understand the doctrine of trademarks and the 
general principles of trademark law; in fact, the advice of Mr. 
Besett to the members of the association that they should take 
competent legal advice before adopting trademarks might well 
be followed by retail druggists as well, the growing importance 
of the state laws bearing on trademarks and the increased pro- 
tection derived therefrom making state registration of trademarks 
of the first importance, a fact which was pointed out by Mr. 
Besett and of which many proprietors seem to be unaware. 





The average retail druggist is prone to 
Concerning Fire take many things for granted to which 


Insurance he should givea greater amount of con- 


sideration. In the matter of fire insur- 
ance, for instance, a druggist having taken out a policy and paid 
the premium on it is apt to think that he has performed his 
whole duty. The informing series of reports which have been 
submitted on this subject by successive committees of the N. W. 
D. A. might well be studied by retailers as well as wholesalers. 
It is true, of course, that much that is said regarding sprinkler 
risks, mutuals, segregation of extra hazardous stocks, automatic 


equipment, etc., are not even remotely applicable to the retail 


drug trade, but there is still left much that might be studied 
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with advantage by every retailer. The bearing of fire insurance 
on credit is a matter of vital importance to every retail druggist, 
and those who wish to inform themselves on this phase of the 
subject would do well to write to the secretary of the National 
Creditmen’s Association for copies of the educational booklets 
issued by that organization. In his position as director of a 
Bureau of Publicity and Education which has been established 
by the Associated Assurance Companies of the United States, 
W._N. Johnson, of Erie, Pa., is also in a position to supply some 


valuable. information concerning the principles of fire insurance. 





_ Mahlon N. Kline, of Philadelphia, is one 
Anti-Narcotic of the most important figures in the drug 
Legislation trade. For years he has, as chairman of 


the Committee on Legislation of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, kept in close touch with 
all legislation, whether State or national, affecting drug trade 
interests. He probably more than any one man out of office 
has influenced drug legislation during the past decade. His re- 
view of the legislation of the year is interesting and suggestive, 
showing as it does the trend of public opinion on the subject 
of legislation. The public has at last become thoroughly aroused 
to the dangers inherent to the traffic in habit forming drugs. 
There is a possibility that the tendency towards regulating this 
traffic may go to an extreme unless wisely directed by men prac- 
tically familiar with the subject. In fact, we already have had 
proposals offered which would prove wholly impracticable in 
operation. Dr, Hamilton Wright, of the Opium Commission, 
has proposed regulations for the handling of opium, which, as 
pointed out by Mr. Kline in his report, could not be carried out

The passage of the food and 
drugs act, imposing as it did a definite responsibility upon the 
distributor of drugs and chemicals, sharply awakened the whole- 


sale druggist to the need of some technical knowledge of the ° 


substances dealt in. We now find in the excellent report of the 
committee on prevention of adulterations, submitted by Clarence 
M. Kline, of Philadelphia, an intelligent discussion of the purely 
technical aspects of the drug business, with a mass of valuable 
data as to the purity and strength of the drugs found in the 
wholesale market. The publication of such technical reports 


furnishes an invaluable basis for pharmacopceial work.

Washington a reviews of meetings with which the 
Scientific Center Washington Branch of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association opened its 

winter’s sessions. That the national capital is fast becoming a 
scientific center is shown by the fact that the members in attend- 
ance were able to furnish reports based on personal attendance 
on such meetings as the International Congresses of Medicine, at 
Buda Pesth, and on Alcoholism at London, and the Internationa] 
Congress of Applied Chemistry at London, besides the national 
medical and pharmaceutical meetings in the United States. We 


may expect much from a branch with such a membership. 


THE N.A.R. D. OF FRANCE. 


HE French prototype of our N. A. R. D., known as the 
General Association of Pharmacists, met this year at 
Nancy, the capital of French Lorraine. The association is a 
much older one than ours, and its history must prove a source 
of considerable encouragement to the leaders in the American 
movement for the regulation of prices on proprietary remedies 
and the amelioration of trade conditions generally. It has taken 
the General Association of French Pharmacists thirty years to 
obtain the adhesion of the various pharmaceutical trade organiza- 
tions, and the association may now be said to be fairly repre- 
sentative of the pharmacists of the French Republic. At the 
meeting in Nancy held last month about one hundred official 
delegates were in attendance to vote on behalf of the eight great 
provincial federations and the various independent local bodies 
of importance. In addition some two hundred individual phar- 
macists attended. As with our N. A. R. D. the meetings of the 
Genera! Association of French Pharmacists are principally con- 
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cerned with a discussion of the business interests of French re- 
tail pharmacists, and are neither scientific nor international. 


MONG other subjects touched upon in the address of the 
president, M. Vaudin, was that of apprenticeship. He 
advocated an apprenticeship of two years, but failed to carry 
his point. As is customary in continental Europe the Govern- 
ment exercises a paternal jurisdiction over the trades and pro- 
fessions and a decree of the Minister of Public Instruction has 
maintained the system of apprenticeship, but reduced the period 
to one year. General dissatisfaction is felt by French pharma- 
cists over this decision and this was given free expression to in the 
meeting. Several speakers insisted that the association should 
protest publicly against the decree, but a majority held that to 
protest against an accomplished fact would be a useless pro- 
ceeding. However, a resolution of approval of the speeches 
made in protest was adopted. 


|‘ France efforts made to bring about an agreement between 

manufacturers and retailers to maintain prices have proved 
futile. The manufacturers have advised the retailers to “leave 
well enough alone” and not abandon the existing system of price 
protection on a limited number of articles. French manufac- 
turers feel that it would be a risky proceeding to impose a 
uniform and universal price protection with ‘“‘boycotting’’ as a 
weapon of menace in case of reprisal. The retailers, however, 
decided to name a committee to bring about a boycott on un- 
protected proprietaries and on those which are insufficiently 
protected. It was decided also to take an appeal to the manu- 
facturers of price protected proprietaries to arbitrate a dispute 
between the counsel for the retailers and manufacturers re- 
spectively. Counsel for the retailers had submitted an opinion 
declaring in favor of a system of combined action for price pro- 
tection, but the representative of the manufacturers questioned 
the legality of such a combination. 


HE buying club and co-operative manufacturing problems are 
to the fore in France as much as they are here. A long 
and exhaustive report was subniitted dealing with these matters, 
in fact, they proved the burning questions of the 1909 meeting 
of the French N. A, R. D. An effort was made to make the 
association undertake co-operative buying and manufacturing, 
through a “Commercial Annex.” Some defails of the proposal 
which was made by M. Fortuné are embodied in a letter from 
our Paris correspondent published in our issue of July 26, 1909. 
Delegates who were present confirmed most of M. Fortuné’s 
statements regarding the spread of the movement. A German 
delegate told how a “commercial annex’ had been started in 
Germany some four years ago under the patronage of an organ- 
ization similar to the General Association of French Pharma- 
cists, which now boasted a membership of 6,000, who were well 
pleased with the results. He said that wholesale druggists and 
manufacturers of proprietary remedies were the willing pur- 
veyors of the combination and that hostility from them was not 
feared. 


HE French idea approximates in some measure the A. D. S. 
plan of manufacture and sale, for the pivot of the undertaking 
proposed for the General Association is to be the “mark of 
guarantee” of the “G. A. F. P.” to be placed on al! products

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REPRESENTATION IN THE UNITED STATES PHARMA- 
COPOEIAL CONVENTION. *

When one looks back over the past ten years and content 
plates the progress that has been made in American pharmacy 
during this period, he is inclined to believe that with standards 
of education and of practice being established and with strong 
and jufluential associations of retail drugeists being formed, 
whatever may be their failings individually or collectively, the 
future welfare of pharmacy in the «United States is assured 
While it is true that very many of the local associations, as well 
as the National Association of Retail Druggists, were primarily 
organized to consider commercial problems, which by some might 
be held to be outside the realm of their profession, today th 
members are looking higher and discussing the fundamental 
problems that lie at the basis of professional advancement and 
efliciency, Ten years ago many of these organizations were 
either not in existence or were just beginning to realize the ad 
vantages of co-operation. At that time retail pharmacists in 
many sections were discouraged, and the practice of pharmacy 
had reached the low tide in its history. But today the retail 
pharmacist is becoming aggressive and he has a strength and 
alertness that is both encouraging and gratifying 


The Convention Meets May, 1910. 


Next May the United States Pharmacopevial Convention will 
meet in Washington. As this convention meets but once in ten 
years, it has seemed to me worth while to call attention at this 
time to the desirability of full representation of the various 
pharmaceutical organizations at the meeting. The constitution 
and by-laws of the convention should be read by the members 
of the various bodies and organizations, and recommendations 
should be formulated in advance to be presented by their dele 
gates. Unless this is done the members of the organizations 
who can assist materially in the work of the next revision will 
not have done their whole duty in making the United States 
Pharmacopawia of 1910 the representative work that it should be 

a work that reflects the practices and accords with the stage 
of progress of the profession whose members are obliged to ad 
here to the formulas and tests therein given and whose products 
must conform to its standards and pass the scrutiny of both the 
government and state analysis, 


Associations Entitled to Membership. 


In accordance with a recommendation made by the president 
at the meeting in 1900, the United States Pharmacopoeial Con 
vention became an incorporated body. According to the consti 
tution adopted, membership in the convention includes delegates 
from the following national associations: The American Medi 
cal Association, the American Pharmaceutical Association, the 
\merican Chemical Society. 

Che membership also includes delegates from incorporated 
medical colleges and medical schools connected with incorporated 
colleges and universities; incorporated colleges of pharmacy, and 
pharmaceutical schools connected with incorporated universities ; 
incorporated state medical associations; incorporated state phar 
maceutical associations. 

Other organizations whose delegates “were admitted to rep 
resentation in the convention of 1900” are likewise entitled to 
representation, 


A Provision for Amending the Constitution. 


It is thus seen that the membership of the convention is lim 
ited to delegates from certain organizations only. But it should 
be pointed out that ten years ago it was difficult to foresee that 
other influential organizations would come into the field of phat

maceutical activity which it would be desirable to have repre 
sented. Hlowever, the constitution provides for this contin- 
gency, and those organizations which were not admitted to 
membership at the 19000 meeting or not now entitled to repre 
sentation according to Article I] of the Constitution should 
make application for an amendment to or alteration of the Con 
stitution. Article VI of the Constitution reads as follows: 


Every proposition to alter or amend this Constitution shall be 





submitted in writing to the Roard of Trustees, and having received 
the votes of at least five members of the Board of Trustees, shall 
be published in the medical and pharmaceutical journals at least 
three months before the decennial meeting of the nited States 
Pharmacopatal ‘Convention, when, upon receiving the votes of at 
least: three-fourths of the members present and voting, it) shall 


become a part of this Constitution 


It is therefore important that the various pharmaceutical 
hodies not now entitled to representation, take up this question 
at once,’ as no amendments to the Constitution not previously 
proposed, as provided in Article VI, can be voted on at the de 
cennial meeting While it is “true that all the various organi 
zations desiring to participate in the discussions would in all 
probability be given the privileges of the floor, as they were at 
the 1900 meeting, they would not be eligible to full membership 
in the convention, ‘That this is true is also shown by a ruling of 
the president of the convention at the last. decennial meeting, 
who, in a similar case, “pointed out that such an action would 
necessitate a change in the Constitution.” No one questions the 
wisdom of this decision or the provisions of the constitution, as 
these make for the orderly building up of a sound, permanent 
and efficient organization, 

There is one other provision to be borne in mind in this con 
nection, namely, that the association applying for membership 
must be “incorporated and have been in continuous operation in 
the United States for at least five years before the time fixed 
for the decennial meeting.” 

I merely call attention to this matter at this time to the end 
that those organizations which are interested in) pharmacopevial 
revision and which in some cases have already appointed dele 
gates may know what is required and the manner of procedure, 
the constitution not being published in full in the Pharmacopovia

remedies. 


Chemicals. 


The standards for chemicals that are admitted into the Phar- 
macoperia should, in the judgment of your committee, be based 


upon their medicinal rather than on their chemical purity, the 


elimination or reduction to the lowest possible limit of all harm- 
° 


ful impurities being demanded, but the presence of a small given 
percentage of a harmless constituent being permitted, when its 
elimination would add unduly to the cost of the finished product.

Drugs of Vegetable Origin. 


The drugs of vegetable origin present the greatest problem, 


varying as they do from year to year, owing to greater or less 
rainfall, unduly hot or cold seasons, ete, coupled with the fact 
that the bulk of the world’s vegetable drugs are of wild growth, 
collected by children and adults in most cases of very limited in 
telligence. In making standards for these articles it should be 
borne in mind that even under cultivation crops differ largely in 
standard and value from year to year, and if this is so in regard 
cultivation 
how much more must the variation be with wild crops gathered 
Without 


doubt much can be done in the future to raise the standard of in 


to domestic crops raised with more or less care in

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In a former report our committee advocated the establishment 
of a Pharmacopevial Research laboratory and letters were written 
to the trustees of the United States Pharmacoporial Convention 
in relation to same, but the suggestion was not favored, partly 
on the ground of expense, and partly because such a laboratory 
would be crowded with work at the time of the decennial con 
vention and comparatively idle for much of the intervening time. 

In the revision about to be undertaken, however, it 1s abso 
lutely necessary that the value of each test should be accurately 
determined by competent chemical experts before adoption and 
such experts must receive adequate compensation for their set 
vices in order that their work may be promptly and satisfactorily 
performed, As has been pointed out in a former report, if the 
large sale of the U. S. P. on account of its being the legal stand 
ard does not provide sufficient funds for the adequate payment for 
expert services they certainly can be obtained by reasonably ad 
vancing the price of the work, the drug and allied trades being 
both able and willing to pay for the best work that can be pro 
duced, and no false ideas of economy should be allowed to pre 
vail in regard to adequate payment for services rendered 


Composition of Revision Committee. 


The Committee on Revision to be elected next May should 
consist of the ablest men obtainable, who will undertake the sev 
eral departments of the work and who will agree to devote their 


time to it upon assurance of adequate remuneration 


Publicity. 

The committee will undoubtedly have at its disposal records 
accumulated in the laboratories of manufacturers of chemicals and 
pharmaceuticals on a large scale, and it appears to your commit 
tee that it can secure a vast amount of information by the publi 
cation in the pharmaceutical press of all) proposed changes of 
tests and standards. This has been objected to on the ground that 
if a consensus of opinion of the committee of twenty-five is dith 
cult to obtain, it would add enormously to the labor if the entire 
trade, as it were, is to be consulted.

Some Disreputable Practices. 

Again, we are charged with substitution, an evil that does 
exist, but not nearly to the extent that the general public be 
lieves. Our reputation in this respect has been largely built up 
by the advertising of certain nostrum makers, who resorted to 
that trick statement to sell their goods. However, where it does 
exist, it is disreputable. It degrades and = dishonors the man 
who practices it. Here, too, greed hardens a man's conscience: 
rhere is no defense, only condemnation 

Che frequent refilling of prescriptions has been a fruitful 
source of differences. This involves the ownership of the pre 
scription. “A prescription is a written memorandum which en 
ables a patient to procure the medicines needed.” Until it: is 
filled it belongs to the writer, the physician. When it is filled 
it belongs to him who filled it, the pharmacist. Certainly we 
cannot think it belongs to the patient, if we remember that this 
gives to the dishonest layman the opportunity to purchase a pre 
scription from a licensed physician and later recommend it to 
others and so practice medicine without a license. The practice 
of indiscriminate renewals is entirely outside the druggist’s right. 
The physician when he writes a prescription has the right to 
define its limitation. 


The Dispensing Physician. 

On the other hand the medical profession is not faultless 
The proportion of ignorant, incompetent, dishonest physicians ts 
not small, but it is perhaps quite as large as that among phat 
iacists. The dispensing physician may be as great a menace 
to the community as a counter-prescribing druggist Lhe phy 
sician knows little or no pharmacy. He is not taught any except 
sometimes a little theory. His materia medica is largely con 
fined to therapeutics. He knows fhext to nothing of tests for 
purity and identity of drugs, their solubility and incompatibili 
tics. He may know, he should know, the drug to use to bring 
certain desired results, but he does not know which preparation 
of that drug is the best to choose. Dr. George H, Simmons, se 
retary of the American Medical Association, in an address be 
fore medical men has put this very aptly: “A physician is not 
supposed to be an authority on pharmacy and chemistry; he 1s 
expected to know the physiological and therapeutical actions ot 
drugs, but not the details of their chemical action or the in 
tricacies of their compounding. This requires a special training 
and a technical knowledge entirely different from that required 
for prescribing for the sick. The pharmaceutical profession 
bears the same relation to the medical profession as the ord 
nance department does to the army in the field. The fighting 
force is not expected to know how to make a rifle, or to have 
practical understanding of the manufacture of powder and shot 
Che men on the firing line know how to use, but not how to 
make the ammunition. But nevertheless the efficiency of the 
men at the front is largely dependent on the integrity and hon 

tv of the supplies of the ordnance department.” 


The Dispensing Physician and His Pattents. 
Vhe physician who dispenses falls inta many bad habits. He 
cannot carry a complete line and he forces his diagnosis to fit 
the drug at hand, a form of substitution as reprehensible as 
that charged against druggists; the slow consumption of his 
tock means deterioration. Even tablets, to which his resource 
ire often reduced, become inert, undergo chemical change, be 
ome so hard as to resist solvents and at best are often slower 
effect than liquid medicines He never gives his patient 
things that require pharmaceutical skill. He has no time to 
make many of the things that are absolutely worthless unless 
iresh infusion of digitalis, for instance 
Occasionally a medical man will admit what perhaps more 
hiould admit, that he does not know how to write prescriptions 
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to

Chis verifies the earlier statement that there is incompetency. 
He ought to know how to write a prescription. It is his busi- 
ness to know how. If he was never taught, then something was 
wrong with his teaching, 


The Advantages of Co-operation. 

The advantages arising from cooperation are threefold, pro 
fessional, business, social. Each in his chosen profession should 
become more proficient when he devotes his time, his cnergies, 
and his heart to that particular field of endeavor. As his field 
is more limited in range, his knowledge of that field is wider, 
deeper, more intimate. The separation of the two occupations, 
the detailing of each to an individual provides a valuable check 
upon possible errors both in prescribing and dispensing 

From the business standpoint, we believe cooperation means 
more money for both. The physician does better financially to 
prescribe and devote his entire time to his practice. The honest 
physician will tell you that he gets practically nothing for his 
medicine. It is “thrown in.” If his practice is large he has 
not time to dispense even tablets and ready-made preparations 
The druggist knows, too, that it pays to have a good preserip 
tion business 

Socially, it is surely worth while to be on pleasant terms with 
those men of the older sister profession and it is certainly only 
fair to the world of sick people that they get the best care of 


the physician and pharmacist combined 


All Should Not Be Condemned for the Faults of the Few. 

Before considering some of the means of bringing about a 
xreater reciprocity emphasis must be laid upon a few points. 
Neither the whole body of medical men nor the whole body of 
druggists is responsible for the doctor-druggist or the druggist 
doctor. Just as truly as there are ignorant, incompetent, dis- 
honest men in both professions, so there are educated, competent, 
honest men in both. As we do not refuse to accept all money 
hecause some is counterfeit, so neither doctor nor druggist 
should condemn all members of the other profession, It is ab 
solutely necessary that members of both professions keep in 
mind always the rights and privileges of the other party, as well 
as their own duties and responsibilities 

Each profession must correct its own defects. All efforts at 
reform in our own ranks will help and the fact that medical 
men are aroused to quackery and other evils augurs good. The 
joint bureau under the auspices of the American Medical Asso 
ciation will accomplish much, There is not so much need for 
new plans as more and greaterfeffort to keep in motion present 
reforms 

Approaching the Doctor. 

Organizations of local druggists can do efficient work by con- 
ference or sometimes by letter, making plain to physicians their 
attitude concerning substitution, refilling of prescriptions, coun 
ter prescribing, nostrums and showing their willingness to be 
fair and square. The personal equation has much to do with 
the success of any effort. A progressive doctor is open to con 
viction if diplomacy is used 

Ask him to inspect your prescription department, assure him 
of the high quality of your drugs, ask him to tell you where 
you can help him or improve your facilities. Keep on file in 
formation concerning new as well as old remedies. Be pre 
pared to furnish information and be able to show him samples 
of what you can prepare. Try to interest him in’ particularly 
good forms of anything. Be courteous and attentive and make 
him feel at home in your place of business 

Lastly, I must enumerate some don'ts to be observed if you 
want the prescriptions of respectable doctors. Though courte 
ous, be independent, don’t fawn, Don’t dream of paying a com 
mission, The pharmacist who does so shows a lack of stamina 
and is to be deemed as despicable, as devoid of integrity, as thre 
physician who demands it. Don't keep on boosting nostrums 
Don't keep a bar unless you burn your registration, take out a 


license and hang out a shingle that reads saloon. Don’t kick 


the physician and live a dishonorable life yoursel

The Production of Heat and Cold in the Manufacture of 
Solutions of Sodium lodide and Potassium Todide. 11 1. I 
writes: “To notice that in making a solution of potassium todide 
it becomes cold, while a solution of sodium iodide develops heat 
Tam unable to account for this difference, thinking that they 
should both become cold, Can you explain the phenomena 

The phenomena mentioned by our querist are known to every 
pharmacist who has ever made solutions of the two salts named, 
The lowering of the temperature during “the dissolution of salts 
like potassium iodide, ammonium chloride, ete, is a constant 
feature, while the reverse is truce in the case of sodium iodide 
While largely a physical phenomenon in the case of potassium 
and ammonium, in the case of sodium iodide this salt in aqueous 
solution is believed to be chemically associated with several 
molecules of the solvent; hydration probably takes place, caus 
ing an evolution of heat, such as is evolved when alcohol, caustic 
potash or sulphuric acid is dissolved in water 

The Carletti Reaction to demonstrate the presence of 
phenol or cresols in salicylic acid or its derivatives is described 
by Engelhardt and Jones in the Pharmaceutische Post, 1900, 483 
The test is carried out in the following manner, 0.25 Gm. of 
salicylic acid is rubbed up in a mortar with § Gm. of water, 
to which two drops of a two percent. alcoholic solution of fur 
furol have been added. The solution is then floated on a layer 
of concentrated sulphuric acid. In the presence of phenol there 
will appear at the zone of contact a yellow ring, which grad 
ually turns to a blue

Mayor D. C. Richardson, in welcoming the members to the 
city, made a most eloquent address filled with historical allusions 
and which aroused great enthusiasm on the part of his listeners. 

Ex-President Frank A. Faxon, of Kansas City, Mo., was 
assigned to the task of responding to the address on behalf of 
the visitors, a task which he performed in his usual happy man- 
ner. 


The secretary announced that he had in hand credentials 
from the American Pharmaceutical Association and from the 
Virginia Pharmaceutical Association. None of the delegates 


from these bodies being present, those from the New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association were called for and Caswell A. 
Mayo presented the greetings from that body, assuring the mem- 
bers that the flourishing and powerful organization which he 
represented was pleased to be accorded the privilege of sending 
delegates to this body, for which it had the highest regard and 
respect. He spoke of the higher appreciation of pharmaceutical 
training which had come about through the enactment of the 
national food and drugs act and of the cooperative work which 
had been carried on in the efforts to improve the quality of the 
drugs on the market. Ludwig Schiff, of Los Angeles, replying 
on behalf of the N. W. D. A., assured the delegate from New 
York of the sincerity with which he was welcomed to the de- 
liberations of the wholesale association. 

C. S. Littell, of Cranford, N. J., briefly presented greetings 
on behalf of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association, the 
oldest State pharmaceutical organization in the United States. 
Donald McKesson, of New York, responded on behalf of the 
N. W. D. A. 

The greetings of the Pennsylvania Association were present- 
ed by Walter V. Smith, of Philadelphia, who was responded to 
by Thomas F. Main, of New York. 

George L, Douglass, of Chicago, counsel for the Proprietary 
Association of America, though not a delegate from that body, 
spoke of the objects which the two organizations had in com- 
mon and referred particularly to the work which had been done 
in the direction of bringing about uniformity in the legislation 
affecting food and drugs. Mr. Douglass was responded to by 
M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, who has been particularly active 
in this field. 

Mr. Main moved that the credentials of those delegates not 
present be filed and the courtesies of the floor be extended to 
them when they made their appearance. The motion prevailed 
with an amendment suggested by the president that the courte- 
sies of the floor be extended to the delegates present as well as 
those absent, and as it happened that Mr. Mayo was the only 
delegate present who happened not to be also a member of the 
N. W. D. A., the president said that Mr. Mayo could have the 
entire floor to himself. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Walter V. Smith, of Philadelphia, the first vice president, 
took the chair and President Carter read his address. He 
opened his remarks with some comment upon the stirring times 
which have witnessed the discovery of the North Pole and the 
placing of aviation on a practicable basis, both achievements of 
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FRED L. CARTER, 
Of Carter, Carter & Meigs, Boston, retiring president of the N. W. D. A. 


Americans. The contemplation of such achievements, he said, 
filled one with national pride and with wonder at what we might 
next expect. The members were congratulated upon the large 
increase in business reported from almost every section despite 
the agitation incident to the tariff discussion, which was happily 
over for the present. He also congratulated the members on the 
establishment of a customs court, an object which had long and 
persistently been fought for by the association, Another cause 
of congratulation was the enactment of the measure providing 
for a drawback on domestic alcohol used in the manufacture of 
articles subsequently exported. This, too, had been long fought 
for by the N. W. D. A. Mr. Carter spoke with some feeling of 
the injustice to pharmacists which was involved in the failure 
to require some supervision of the quality of the goods dis- 
pensed by physicians who do their own dispensing, saying, in 
effect, that it seemed particularly desirable that the goods dis- 
pensed by the physicians should be subject to proper supervision 
since they went directly to his patients without any check as to 
their strength or purity. The president spoke with gratification 
of the effort which had been made by the association to do away 
with or minimize the horrors of the sale of habit-forming drugs, 
and urged the need of further restrictive legislation as to the 
sale of cocaine in particular. The address was referred to the 
board of control for consideration, a departure from the prece- 
dent previously followed of referring it to a special committee. 


ADDITIONS TO THE MEMBERSHIP. 


Resuming the chair, President Carter called for the report 
of the committee on membership, which, in the absence of A. J.

THE DRUG MARKET. 


While the duties of the chairman of this committee, as under- 
stood by my predecessors, were limited almost exclusively to a 
presentation of sti itistics of the fluctua- 
tions in the drug market, it has seemed 
to me that a few comments on the causes 
producing these fluctuations might. not 
be without interest as a preliminary to 
the mass of statistics which I have pre- 
pared and submit herewith for publica 
tion. 

A study of these statistics shows that 
there has been a steady upward trend in 
prices, a condition which is certainly not 
warranted by any marked increase in the 
volume of business transacted or by the 
improved commercial conditions. It is 
true that the commercial world is in a 
better condition than it was a year ago, 
but the cause for this steady upward 
movement in prices must be sought else 
where. That the volume of business in 
our particular field has been somewhat

Increasing Cost of Drugs. 


A survey of the world’s market for drugs indicates that there 
are two factors at work in causing an increase in the cost of 
drugs of botanical origin. These are the increase of popul; ition 
which leads to a diminution in the area of wild lands in whicn 
wild drugs may grow-—and we are still largely dependent on wild 
drugs—and the increasing severity of the requirements as to 
purity, both in the United States and other countries. With us 
the rigid administration of the National Food and Drugs Act by 
the Agricultural Department, and the steps taken by \ arious state 
authorities to enforce similar state laws, has led to the exclusion 
from our markets of many lots of drugs which in past years 
would have been considered as quite acceptable, but which do not 


come up to the requirements of the United States Pharmacoperia. 
In some cases this rigidity of administration has been the cause 
of an upheaval in the market, 


as in the case of gum asafeetida 





PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 


At one time during the past year it was almost impossible to ob- 
tain supplies of this gum. The lots offered for import were ex- 
cluded by the government officials and some time elapsed before 
it was possible to secure fresh supplies from producing centers 
which would pass muster with the government inspectors. 

The dealer in crude drugs has been placed in a very awkward 
predicament in his efforts to obtain supplies which would meet the 
pharmacopeeial requirements, which seem to us in some cases 
unnecessarily severe, and, when the prices of drugs have gone 
up, from whatever cause, this difficulty has increased. 


Experts Differ. 


nder the clause of the Food and Drugs Act giving authority 
to the Department of Agriculture to supervise the quality ot 
drugs passing into interstate commerce, it would seem feasible 
lor the United States officials to bring about an improvement in 
the character of our domestic as well as of our imported drugs. 
Just now when goldenseal has reached an almost unprecedentedly 
high price, we frequently find that we have paid goldenseal prices 
for twin root or some other substitute. It is true that the detection 
of these substitutes is difficult, much more difficult, in fact, than 
many dealers realize, and your committee is pleased to note that the 
Committee of the American Pharmaceutical Association on the 
Drug Market has paid considerable attention to this phase of the 
pure drug question in the report presented at the Los Angeles 
meeting of that association in August. That committee submitted

Where expert pharmacologists differ so materially in their 
opinion as to the purity and identity of a common drug with 
which all are familiar, it is not to be wondered at that we find in 
our domestic drugs frequent admixtures of foreign substances.

American Drug Collectors Inefficient. 


In considering this phase of the subject, it has occurred to 
your committee that one of the reasons that drugs of European 
origin are generally of a more uniform quality than those of do 
mestic origin—and we believe that most dealers of wide experi 
ence will agree with us that this is the case—is because of the 
difference in the character of the collectors in the two countries 
The collectors in Furope are generally peasants who have been 
trained to the work by their parents, and who have inherited 
aptitude and special knowledge in the collection of the particular 
drugs which are found in their immediate vicinity. The European 
peasant is a fixture and lives in the home of his forefathers and 
follows in their footsteps in his work. In this way he profits by 
the experience of his ancestors in that particular locality, and 
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while illiterate and possibly of a lower grade of intelligence than 
he American collector, he is much his superior as a collector. In 
America, on the other hand, the drugs are generally collected by 
he poorer small farmers and the laborers, who, as a rule, move 
it least once during every generation. The knowledge of wild 
drugs gained by the father in one locality is not available to the 
son who has moved to a locality having different climatic condi- 
tions and a different flora. The American characteristics of haste 
and impatience of detail are no doubt partly responsible for the 
lack of uniformity in our domestic drugs 


Collectors Should Be Educated. 


Fortunately attention has been directed of late to the need of 
educating collectors, and we have seen an interesting little book 
let of instruction to collectors of roots and barks issued by a 
trade publisher as an advertisement which seems to me to contain 
a valuable idea which might be elaborated either by the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association or by the Department of Agri 
culture, which has also published considerable information along

this line. We would suggest that the Department be requested to 
publish single leaflets, giving a number of photographic jllustra- 
tions, reproduced in halftone, of the different drugs as they look 
when growing and when freshly dug. These should be accom 
panied with descriptions written in the simplest kind of English, 
comprehensible by any ordinary working man, so that when 
placed in the hands of the small farmers and agricultural laborers 
they could by studying the photographic illustrations and_ the 
simple, but complete descriptions, distinguish the drugs and col 
lect the kind desired. It would be best, we think, to have these 
leaflets printed singly, that is, only one drug on each leaflet. In 
this way only those leaflets need be sent to any particular section 
which are applicable to the drugs grown in that section. These 
leaflets could be mailed by the Government in quantities to the 
general storekeepers in the sections where these drugs grow, with 
the suggestion that they be distributed among such people as 
would be likely to gather drugs. The Agricultural Department 
already distributes farmers’ bulletins, which have been of great 
educational value, and we have no doubt that a recommendation 
of this kind from our association would lead to a distribution of 
such instructions by the Government without cost to the dealer 
or the collector. In view of the constantly increasing price of 
wild drugs and the difficulty of obtaining lots which comply with 
pharmacopceial requirements, such an effort to educate collectors 
seems most opportune, and, in fact, necessary 
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Conservation of Our Wild Drugs. 


The work done in the direction of cultivating drugs has not 
yet gone far enough to materially affect the crude drug market. 
We now import considerable quantities of cultivated drugs from 
England, more particularly the narcotic leaves. It will soon be 
necessary for us to have recourse to cultivated drugs to take the 
place of some of our indigenous drugs, such as goldenseal, which, 
judging from the difficulty of securing adequate supplies, are.in a 
fair way to be exterminated as wild drugs. In the efforts now 
being put forth by our Government toward the conservation o 
our natural resources, the preservation of our indigenous drugs 
should not be lost sight of. If the present wasteful and improv 
ident methods of collectors continue it will not be long before 
some of these species will be completely exterminated. Our asso 
ciation might well sound a note of warning regarding this danget 

The effect of the new tariff on drug prices is shown in the 
schedule of changes. The question of whether or not drugs aré 
fit subjects for import taxations is one which each individual is 
apt to decide according to his political affiliations and need not 
therefore be discussed here. 

TRANSPORTATION.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FIRE INSURANCE, 

George W, Lattimer, of Columbus, Ohio, chairman of the 
Committee on Fire Insurance, presented a voluminous report. 
The report gave a list of the fire losses suffered by the mem 
bers during the last year, with notes regarding the origin of the 
fires, 

Barium Dioxide Causes Fire. 

One of the most interesting of these was a fire caused by 
the explosion of a cask of barium dioxide into which a chemist 
was boring with an ordinary auger to obtain a sample, as had 
been done many times before. The auger slipped when it had 


passed into the barrel and had penetrated three or four inches 
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Steamer 





into the barium salt On attempting to withdraw the auget 
the whole barrel burst into tame The operator was not im 
jured, but the room was quickly filled with gases and intense 
heat, forcing the fire down the elevator stairs and blowing out 
several windows, The heat seemed to have been generated en 
tirely by the barium dioxide, as very little else was burned 
\nother barrel of barium dioxide standing within two feet of 
the barrel which exploded was so badly burned that the con 
tents were visible, but it did not ignite. Subsequent tests 
showed that when barium dioxide is rubbed on a board with 
sufficient friction to produce heat sparks are thrown off. When 
confined in quantity against a wooden surface and fired by a 
fuse of paper on which the dioxide is sprinkled energetic com 
bustion follows, attended with hot flames between the wood 
and the dioxide 

The attention of the members was directed to a series of five 
booklets issued by the National Credit Men's Association. It 
was suggested that these pamphlets might be used with advan 
tage for distribution by the members among their patrons. 
Members were urged to work for the adoption of the national 
code in their respective cities, and a study of the neighborhood 
liability laws was suggested, Such laws would probably not be 
popular with the insured, but would probably have a salutary 
influence in reducing the loss by fire.

Druggists Urged to Examine Old Stocks—Goods on Hand Before 
Passage of Anti-Cocaine Law Sold Innocently Make Trouble 
for Brooklyn Druggists—Doctor Anderson Earnestly Advocates 
Destruction of All Suspicious Powders—Many Are “‘ Doped’”’ 
with Cocaine—Victims of the Crusade of the Health Depart- 
ment Testify at a Meeting of the Kings County Pharmaceu- 
tical Society—Otto Raubenheimer Discourses on Laboratory 
Conveniences and Utensils—Propaganda Work to Be Actively 
Prosecuted—Large Enrollment at the Brooklyn College of 
Pharmacy— Exhibition of a New Ampul. 


\t the usual monthly meeting of the Kings County Pharma 
ceutical Society, held in the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy, 265 
Nostrand avenue, on Tuesday afternoon, October 19, Professor 
\nderson, as chairman of a special committee appointed at the 
preceding meeting to confer with Commissioner Darlington of 
the Health Department relative to the recent activity of offi- 
cers of the department in arresting members of the society for 
alleged infringements of the anti-cocaine law, made an interest- 
ing report. The committee had called by appointment on the 
commissioner and received a cordial reception. At the close of 
a lengthy interview Dr. Darlington assured the committee of 
his desire to co-operate with the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
Society in efforts to suppress the illegal traffic in cocaine com 
pounds, but he announced that the department would hold re- 
tailers responsible for the sale of preparations containing the 
interdicted drug, even if they sold it innocently. Accordingly, 
Professor Anderson counselled those present to make a careful 
examination of their old stocks of catarrh powders and destroy 
all preparations that were at all suspicious. In many drug stores 
throughout the city, said he, there were doubtless a quantity 
of old preparations that had been taken out of stock and put 
for possible redemption by the manufacturers, but a new 
a relief clerk, or some one not familiar with conditions 
go to the old stock and innocently dispose of a supply 
of it. The officers of the Health Department had found that 
old preparations of catarrh remedies that formerly contained 
cocaine and do not now contain it had been sold innocently in 
this way and druggists had been prosecuted for such sales

Cause of the Crystallization in Terpin Hydrate. 

Following what was virtually a report of progress by the 
Committee on Trade Interests there was an interesting discus 
sion on propaganda work in which Dr. Van Horn, Mr. Rauben- 
heimer and others took part. Among other things brought out 
in this discussion was that the crystallization which takes place 
in the elixir of terpin hydrate and heroin of the National Form- 
ulary was not due to a precipitation of the terpin hydrate but to 
a deposition of sugar from the elixir. Mr, Raubenheimer said it 
was the intention of the committee of revision to substitute 
glycerin for sugar in the next edition of the Formulary. An 
additional appropriation of fifty dollars, making a hundred dol- 
lars in all, was voted for the use of the committee, after Dr 
Muir had described what was being done for the society in the 
interest of the pharmacists and physicians of the borough. 


Conferences with the Health Authorities on the Sale of Catarrh 
Powders Containing Cocaine. 


The report of the committee appointed at the September 


meeting to confer with Health Commissioner Darlington on 
questions relating to the arrests of druggists for the sale of 
cocaine was made by Dr. W. C, Anderson, who narrated the 
different steps he had taken to come to some common basis of 
understanding with the commissioner. He made an appoint- 
ment with Dr. Dariington, who received him cordially. Dr. Dar- 
lington, answering an interrogation by Dr. Anderson, said he 
could not discuss matters with any druggist who had_ been 
charged with selling preparations containing cocaine against the 
law, the only procedure under the law being to prosecute the 
retailer and determine through him who was the manufacturer 
or wholesaler acting as distributor. When this information was 
obtained the authorities at Washington would be communicated 
with and a federal prosecution ensue where cocaine preparations 
were sold withont a statement of the amount of cocaine con 
tained in them being printed on the label. After going into the 
matter very thoroughly the commissioner assured Dr, Ander- 
son of his willingness to co-operate with the society, and he gave 
him a letter to Mr. Atkinson, the chief chemist of the depart- 
ment, who, however, declined to give out any statement for pub- 
lication. Mr, Atkinson offered to make a written statement and 
answer any questions that might be put to him, but this state- 
ment must go to his superior officer, Dr. Bensel. Dr. Bensel was 
accordingly approached by the committee, but declined to make 
public Mr. Atkinson’s report on the specimens of catarrh rem- 
edies examined by him, though he indicated his willingness to 
answer any questions that might be put to him. The questions 
put by Dr. Anderson and answered by Dr. Bensel follow: 











Dr. Anderson’s Interrogatories. 


Q.—Are druggists selling catarrh powders containing cocaine? 

A.—Yes. 

().—Has it been found that preparations sold said to contain no 
cocaine, really do contain the drug? 

A.—Some yes, some no. 

Q.—Name the compounds which the department has found to 
contain cocaine? 

A.—Dr. Birner’s, Crown Brand, Dr. Agnew’s and Nasal Cold 


Cure. 

Q.—Has the department found upon analysis that some other 
drug similar in its action to cocaine is being used in catarrh rem- 
edies? 

A.—No. 

Q.—Will the Board of Health hold the druggist responsible 
if he sells a preparation containing cocaine while innocent of its 
character? 

A.—Yes. 

No Demand for Catarrh Powders Now. 


In conclusion Dr. Bensel stated his convictions that there was 
now no demand for catarrh preparations that did not contain 
cocaine. If druggists sell in all innocence a preparation which 
is supposed to be free from cocaine, but which upon analysis 
reveals the presence of this drug, they will be prosecuted. 


Dr. Darlington Invites the Co-operation of Druggists. 

After protesting mildly against this decision which, he said, 
placed druggists in a peculiar position, Dr. Anderson assured 
the commissioner that the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society 
was desirous of giving the department all possible co-operation 
in the work of suppressing the sale of cocaine. Dr. Darlington 
thereupon suggested that the society appoint a representative to 
confer with the board and support the prosecution of druggists 
who deliberately sell so enslaving a drug as cocaine. 

After some discussion in which it was suggested that the 
college authorities undertake the periodical analysis of cocaine 
powders and notify the members of the society of the character 
of these preparations, and a motion to this effect was made, the 
whole matter was laid on the table to be taken up at the next 
meeting. Dr. Anderson urged upon the members to examine 
their stocks of cocaine preparations and destroy every package 
that was in the least suspicious. Attention is drawn promi- 
nently to this part of Professor Anderson’s report in the intro- 
duction to this story of the meeting. After the acceptance of 
his report Professor Anderson was named as the representative 
of the society to confer with the Board of Health. 


A Demonstration of Laboratory Conveniences. 


Otto Raubenheimer, chairman of the committee on pharmacy 
matters, gave an interesting and valuable demonstration of la- 
boratory conveniences and apparatus. Among other things he 
showed a homemade counterpoise consisting of an old nipple 
shield wooden box into which was placed a four ounce wide 
mouth bottle filled with shot. He spoke of the use of a standard 
dropper delivering sixty drops to the drachm. He succeeded 
in getting such a dropper by a process Of selection and elimina- 
tion, going over his entire stock until he found a sufficient num- 
ber of droppers that would answer the test. He said every 
druggist should possess a hydrometer. He had occasion fre- 
quently to order naphtha from the Standard Oil Company of 
the specific gravity of 76° Baume, and usually found the article 
delivered to be 72° or 73° Baume, and had to return it. Some 
ingenious Bunsen burners were exhibited, one, a fishtail burner, 
being particularly useful in the bending of glass tubes. He ad- 
vised the purchase of a long chemical thermometer graduated in 
both the Fahrenheit and centigrade scales. As a window dis- 
play the most attractive one he had ever used was the exhibition 
of a retort and a condensing apparatus with distillation going 
on. Some useful hints were given regarding ordinary laboratory 
operations. He strongly advocated the use of the cold displace- 
ment method for making solutions, and lime water, he said, 
should never be decanted, but always siphoned from a stop- 
pered bottle. Lime water should never be filtered, as air gets 
in through the ribbed funnel and paper is found to absorb some 
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of the calcium hydroxide, leaving a weaker lime water than is 
prescribed by the Pharmacopeia. He also exhibited an improved 
percolator and a device for controlling the flow of percolate.

IMPORTED CONTAINERS DUTIABLE. 





Treasury Department Interprets New Law as It Affects Con- 
tainers. 





(From our Regular Correspondent. 


Washington, October 20.—The Treasury Department, under 
date of October 18, has sent to the Collector of Customs at New 
York important instructions relating to the interpretation of 
paragraph 195 of the new tariff law, which relates to the im- 
position of duty upon containers of imported merchandise. The 
instructions are of interest to the drug trade because of the 
specific provision with respect to drugs contained in the para- 
graph and in the instructions of the department. The first 
clause of paragraph 195 imposes upon cans, boxes, packages and 
other containers of all kinds except such as are hermetically 
sealed by soldering or otherwise composed wholly or in chief 
value of metal lacquered or printed by any process of lithog- 
raphy, a tariff of four cents per pound and 35 percent. ad valo- 
rem. This the department interprets as applying only to con- 
tainers of metal which have been lacquered or lithographed, 
while the term “hermetically sealed” is interpreted to cover such 
containers aS are made impervious to air and fluid by welding, 
soldering or fusing the parts at the opening, not including seal- 
ing by molten wax, paraffin, paste, etc. The second clause of 
the paragraph is interpreted in much the same way in con- 
formity with the ideas already laid down. 

The next provision of the, act reads as follows: “And the 
dutiable value of the same shall include all packing, charges, car- 
tons, wrapping, envelopes and printed matter accompanying them 
when such cans, boxes, packages or containers are imported 
wholly or partly filled with merchandise exempt from duty (ex- 
cept liquids and merchandise commercially known as drugs) and 
which is commonly dealt in at wholesale in the country of origi- 
nal exportation in bulk or in packages exceeding five pounds 
in capacity.” As to this the department holds that where mer- 
chandise which is commonly dealt in at wholesole, such as tea, 
in the country of original exportation in bulk or in packages ex- 
ceeding five pounds in capacity is imported in metal cans or 
containers of five pounds or under in capacity, the dutiable value 
of such containers shall include all packing, charges, cartons, 
wrappings, envelopes and printed matters accompanying them 
when such cans, boxes ond packages or other containers are im- 
ported wholly or partly filled with merchandise exempt from 
duty (except liquids and merchandise commercially known as 
drugs). 

Similar interpretations are assigned to the subsequent clauses 
of the paragraph in question,

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NEW YORK BOARD’S STATUS UPHELD. 


Judge Spiegelberg Decides that It Is Not a Private Individual or 
Person, but a Body Constituted by the State Public Health 
Law—Denies Motion of Counsel for Druggists Accused of 
Violations by Board to Set Astde Service of Summons. 





\fter a careful consideration of the briefs submitted to him 
by Assemblyman Robert S. Conklin, counsel for six Brooklyn 
druggists accused by the Board of Pharmacy of violations of the 
state pharmacy law, and by Steiner & Peterson, attorneys for the 
board, Judge Spiegelberg, in the Fifth District Municipal Court 
of Manhattan, rendered a decision on Saturday, October 16, in 
which he denied the motion made by the assemblyman to dismiss 
the charges against his clients. 

Mr. Conklin had moved to set aside the service of the sum- 
mons served upon the accused druggists, on the ground that a 
private firm of attorneys had appeared for the board, instead of 
the attorney-general of the state or the district attorney of the 
county, and because the summonses were not served by an officer 
authorized by execution issued out of the 
Judge Spiegelberg said in his opinion that the 
court could not consider the objection raised by Mr. Conklin, that 
a private firm of lawyers had presented the case of the board.

He also refused to sustain the objection that the summonses were 
not served by an officer authorized by law to collect an execution 
issued out of the court, on the ground that the action against the 
druggists was not brought by virtue of sections of the Code of 
Civil Procedure demanding such service, but under the special 
authority of chapter 11 of the public health law constituting the 
New York State Board of Pharmacy, which shows that the plain- 
tiff is not a private individual or person, but a board constituted 
by law. 

The judge’s opinion follows:

“Tt is quite apparent that this action is not brought by virtue 
of the code sections cited, but under the special authority of 
public health law, chapter 11, constituting the State Board of 
Pharmacy. A mere reading of the statute is sufficient to show 
that the plaintiff is not a private individual or person. It is a 
board constituted by law. 

“The motion to set aside the service of the summonses herein 
must be denied. 

“The defendants may plead herein on October 22, 1909, upon 
which day these cases will appear on the calendar for such 
purpose.” 

After this decision had been handed down, Mr. Conklin said: 
“Judge Spiegelberg merely states that the public health law of 
New York state creates a board of pharmacy, but he has not 
decided whether the body which now exercises the functions and 
powers of a legally authorized board of pharmacy. is the board 
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of pharmacy mentioned in the law. The judge does state, how- 
ever, that the present board is not a private body of persons, but 
this point still is subject to dispute.” 

On behalf of the Retail Druggists’ Protective Association of 
Greater New York Mr. Conklin is trying to arrange for a hearing 
before Attorney-General Edward R. O'Malley, in Albany, on the 
status of the New York State Board of Pharmacy. At this hear- 
ing he says he will endeavor to prove that the board is not a 
legally authorized body, but merely a body of individuals who 
exercise police as well as examining powers. He intends to ask 
the attorney-general to restrain the board members from holding 
themselves up as public officers. 

Mr. O'Malley is engrossed at the moment in election cases, so 
that such a hearing probably will not be granted by him until 
after the election. 

Commenting Mr. Conklin’s arguments before Judge 
a member of the Board of Pharmacy said: “Mr. 
Conklin is only beating about the bush. He is attempting to 
show that there is no legal existence of the board, but when he 
appeared before Judge Spiegelberg he raised technical objections 
only. He said that the prosecution of the accused druggists who 
are his clients should be brought in Brooklyn, where they live, 
although it is a well known precept of law that an action of this 
kind may be made either in the venue of the plaintiff or that of 
the defendant. The request that the cases be tried in Brooklyn 
was acceded to by the counsel for the board, but, when our law- 
yers agreed to bring the case there, Mr. Conklin contended that 
the summonses should not have been served as they were, but 
should have been served by a marshal or sheriff, and not by 
private service. He then maintained that, if the board is a legal 
state body, the attorney-general of the state or the district 
attorney of the county should bring the prosecution. These were 
the only technicalities which he brought up. He did not argue 
that the board is illegally constituted, but simply moved that the 
cases be dismissed on the ground of defective service.”

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NEW YORK COLLEGE OF PHARMACY MAKES A 
DEPARTURE. 





College Votes to Be Represented at N. W. D. A. Meetings— 
Laudable Attitude of the Jobbers in Pharmacopoeial Revision 
Matters Brings It About—The Efforts of the N. W. D. A. to 
Improve the Cultivation and Growth of Indigenous Herbs.

Although hitherto discountenancing any move toward having 
representation at the National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion’s annual meetings on the ground that an educational in- 
stitution should have no connection with “a purely commercial 
body,” the members of the New York College of Pharmacy 
voted at their regular quarterly meeting, on Tuesday, October 
19, to have the president of the college appoint theee delegates 
to the next annual conference of the wholesalers’ organization. 
This action was taken as a result of a realization that the N. 
W. D. A. is adopting a broad, liberal and ethical policy by ad- 
vocating adequate revision of the United States Pharmacopeceia. 

Dr. H. H. Rusby, dean of the college, proposed that the 
college appoint three delegates to the next N. W. D. A, annual 
meeting after Thomas F. Main, the secretary, had made a report 
of the annual meeting of that body in Richmond a week ago. 
Mr. Main mentioned the fact that the wholesalers had passed 
a resolution that cuts and descriptions of the fifty or more 
drug plants which grow in this country be made and distributed 
to retail and whole druggists throughout the country, and also 
had recommended other means for improving the cultivation and 
growth of such drugs. He likewise told of the passage of a 
resolution by the wholesalers that the best procurable talent be 
obtained for the revision of the Pharmacopoeia; that the profes 
sional and business interests so employed should receive ad- 
equate compensation for their services and that more liberal 
appropriations be made for the conduct of their research work. 
Mr. Main then told how the wholesalers had recommended that 
all new or proposed standards and tests, suggested as material 
to be incorporated in the revised Pharmacopeeia, should be pub- 
lished in the pharmaceutical press and that all branches of the 
drug trade should unite in trying .to make the next Pharmaco- 
pcvia the best ever published. 

Dr. Rusby expressed his endorsement of the resolutions and 
recommendations of the N. W. D, A. on the subject of Pharma- 
copeeial revision and told of the difficulties which the revision- 
ists hitherto have experienced in searching for indigenous plants 
and in other work connected with the revision because of a 
lack of funds. “The Pharmacopceial Revision Committee needs 
a more liberal amount of money in its work and I hope that all 
the delegates to the next meeting of the body will advocate 
larger appropriations for this purpose,” concluded Dr. Rusby. 

As a delegate of the college to the annual meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, Dr. Rusby also made a 
report and called attention to the fact that the next annual 
gathering of that organization will be held in Richmond shortly 
after the meeting of the Pharmacopceial Revision Committee in 
Washington, D. C., next May. 

Thomas P. Cook, one of the trustees, reported on the an- 
nual meeting of the New York State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, which he had attended as a delegate of the college, and 
also told of the meeting of the various interests in the drug 
trade to be held tomorrow (October 26) for the purpose of 
drafting a new pharmacy law which will be satisfactory to all 
branches of the business. 

Mr. Main then called the attention of the members to a set 
of handsome medallions which had been made of Algernon Syd- 
ney Sullivan, of ‘the law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell, who for 
many years prior to his death had been counsel for the college.

Mr. Main also reported that, since the last quarterly 
meeting of the college members, several deaths had occurred in 
their ranks, including those of Dr. Canfield, librarian of Colum- 
bia University; James T. King, of Middletown, N. Y., an hon- 
orary life member of the college; Frederick Bagoe, also an 
honorary life member; Albert E. Marsland and Albert Niederer. 
Upon motion it was decided to incorporate mention of the lives 
of these members in the minutes of the meeting. 

Max J. Breitenbach presented to the college the handsome 
crayon portrait of Ewen McIntyre, honorary president of the 
college, who, for many years was president of that institution. 
An engraving was reproduced in the AMERICAN Drucoist of 
October 11. 

A report of an attempt by the trustees to arrange for the 
conferring of honorary degrees in pharmacy by the college au- 
thorities was made by Mr, Main, who explained that the agree- 
ment which the college had made with Columbia University 
prohibited the granting of such degrees by any other than the 
university authorities. 

Mr. McIntyre presided at the meeting, which was opened in 
the main lecture room of the college building, but was continued 
in the library on the first floor because of lack of a proper 
amount of heat in the larger room.

WHAT IS A FOOD? 


The Definition of Food Under Discussion—The Status of Yeast. 
(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, October 20.—The question of where the line 
must be drawn between foods and drugs is interestingly raised 
in argument that has been presented to the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection during the past few days by attorneys acting 
in behalf of the Fleischmann yeast manufacturing concern. ‘The 
argument is essentially that the yeast used in bread is not a 
food and cannot be considered a drug and that tt is therefore 
outside the range of the work of the Board of Food aud Drug 
Inspection. In previous publications by members of the board 
the position has apparently been taken that all substances taken 
into the human system are to be classed either as foods or 
drugs and as such are to be regarded as falling within its pow- 
ers. An exception has been made in the case of tobacco, but 
this has been for special reasons, it having been the undoubted 
intent of Congress to remove tobacco from within the oversight 
of the board. No other exceptions have been recognized. The 
point now raised by the Fleischmann people has, however, been 
made not very long ago by attorneys for the baking powder in- 
terests, who argued that inasmuch as baking powder leaves no 
residue in the bread it should not properly be regarded as 
either a food or drug. The point thus raised is considered of 
substantial importance from the drug standpoint since if accept- 
ed it could be applied in some unexpected ways to substances 
that have hitherto been regarded as unquestionably within the 
range of the law. For this reason the question of accepting the 
proposed interpretation will be given very careful study by the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection before any conclusion with 
reference to the matter is announced.

After a long and painful illness, William Martin Searby, 
former president of the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
died on Thursday, October 7, at his home in San Francisco 
Professor Searby was the dean of the California College of 
Pharmacy, having occupied the chair of materia medica, save 
for a short interval, ever since the organization of the college 
down to a few years ago, when he was requested by the direc 
tors to take the chair of pharmacy 

The deceased was born in Lincolnshire, England, in January, 
1835, so that he was in the seventy-fifth vear of his age when he 
died. In 1849 he was apprenticed to FF. Wo Martin, of Guil 
ford, england, and served for five years. Ile passed the pre 
liminary examination of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain.

Planning Legislative Campaign—Narcotics Under the Ban. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Baltimore, October 20.—The Baltimore branch of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association held its first fall meeting on 
Thursday evening, October 21, in the Hotel Caswell. The at- 
tendance was quite large, and much interest was manifested in 
the proceedings. The programme included the election of a repre- 
sentative of the branch in the Council of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, and a discussion of the report of the legis- 
lative committee. Reports were received from other commit- 
tees and the programme for the winter was inaugurated. The re- 
port of the legislative committee dealt chiefly with the draft of 
the anti-narcotic bill, which is to be introduced at the session 
of the Legislature next January. The purpose is to get all the 
druggists lined up solidly in support of the measure, so that its 
passage may not be imperilled by division in the ranks. The 
measure is designed to check the promiscuous sale of habit- 
forming drugs, the present State law having been found more 
or less ineffective.
